In England 
there art two varaiiona, which, without 
going into the hittory of their origin, are 
now regarded ai necciaary for efficiently 
carrying on the machinery uf jiutica. 
During a part of whai ii called the lung 
vacaiion, viz., from the 10th of AugoaL, to 1 
the 24th ef Ocluber, no other buiineu it 
transacted, tbau the inning or writs. 
ThiounVut Lull hut liitoLioned period 
Judget, couutel, altorneyt, ofScera of the 
Court! , and luiuirs, may wing their flight 
to tbe Continent, Ihe Highland! uf Scot- 
land, even to America, and after the lapse 
of a few weeks, return to WeitmimUsi 
Hall renovated men. The yellow face! of 
biliont barriiten are freihened into at 
near an approximation to the colter dt 
rot* as such faces are ever expected to 
present, increased rtficiency for bu linen 
are, by theae occaaional resti from toil, 
given to minds, worn and harassed by Ihe 
laboora, of the moat anxious of profes- 
sion!. 

In thii colony, howeeer, there is no 
such relaxation. 

Here the whole year is one dull 
round of rerocioai litigation. There is 
not a tingle day on which attorney! cease 
from troubling, or when tuitori art at 
rest. The conaequences are painful to 
contemplate. Many of the members of 
the profession, who . have not country 
placet to flee to for a Sunday's breath of 
air, are oscillating backward! and for- 
forwarss between tbe city and ihe sub- 
urbs. Now residing twelve months in the 
one, now twain*, avutha in the other, just 
as dyipepais, or tbe inconvenience! of se- 
paration from a place of buiineu, may 
happen to pre tail with the particular 
practitioner. A Judge may he killed off 
now and then by sheer hard work j and 
although nobody can deny or excuse the 
fact, the same causes are itill allowed to 
go on working towards similar retu'tsi 
fur no one apparently has time tu be stint 
in the cuutemplatiun of what appears 
among us, tu be such a matter of course 
thing, as a dead Chief Justice. 

Hut are these all the inconveniences re- 
lulling from the preaeal system ' Cer- 
tainly not. If they were, it is not im- 
probable — perhaps not improper *— 
that no great heed would be paid by 
the people, [„ the stale uf lawyers' 
livers, or lo any statistical calcula- 
tion of tbe probable number of 
Chief Justices, who at the present rate of 
killing, may in a quarter of a century be 
gathered to their fathers, aud lo their 
learned brothers, in the Hand Hills. But 
it to happens, that in every part of the 
civilised world, the condition of any im- 
portant clam of every society, hss a direct 
relation in, aud very sensible bearing 
upon, the rircu mitances and main i merest! 
of the public tt large. Impair the effi- 
ciency uf any particular class of profes- 
sional men, and to the same e stent, you 
disturb the prosperity nf the whole body 
politic The popular saying, that all work 
and bu play oiakei J*c* a dull buy, it a 
saying founded on truth and universal 
expeiirnce. Continuum aud uuioler- 
mitlrd attention, in liiue dulurbt the 
moral and intellectual health The in- 
tellect becomei jaded and wrancd, and 
incapable of a prompt and staid allrntion. 
TJie chancel of tnitdei dsiiin are thus in 
creased, for such inllweucei must operate 
upon erery judicial mind, thai ii mil 
mure than human. Hut mpnusr a 
mind certainly not more ihnu human, — 
nut strikingly uf the judicial character in 
its original constitution, — and, moreover, 
somewhat new to the judicial office ; tup- 
pose in a word, Mr. Justice Tuaaav, sud- 
denly transplanted from the comparative 
leiture of Port Phillip, to the ever-durjng 
toil of the Sydney Bench, huw mutt such 
a lyatrm tell upon one so eircumitanced I
